Suggested Management

Boyd Lake is a shallow warmwater lake; no
portion of it is suited to year -round support of
trout and salmon. It should be utiliz~d by fish­
ermen for its smallmouth bass, white perch, and
pickerel fishery.

Maintenance of a stable lake level for small­
mouth bas s spawning during May, June, and early
July is very important. Natural runoff appears
to have provided the outlet dam with a high-wate~
'run-around' that helps stabilize the lake's level
during periods of high water. From the view­
point of fishery biology, the outlet dam and its
sc reen neither 1;>enefits nor harms the fishery; it
merely sustains an artificial lake level that has
existed (or several years.

Re strictions on white perch fishing should be
liberalized to crop the available white perch har­
ve st, and no stocking of any kind is necessary.
